A friend talked to us for an hour 
the other day about conditions in this 
town—as he sees them. He is a man 
with an open mind, a quiet student 
of community affairs and sees men, 
women and conditions as they are. 
Perhaps to a certain extent he Is a 
moralizer, but In his moralizing he 
puts his finger on the spot. 
He mentioned numerous highly re­ 
spected 
citizens 
who 
are 
In the 
prominent class, hut whose promi­ 
nence seldom impels them to do any­ 
thing exceptional for community bet­ 
terment. 
In contrast to them he 
mentioned others w’ho are more hum­ 
ble in their mode of life, yet who 
are energetic and determined work­ 
ers for the public weal. 
He deplored the lack of coopera­ 
tion ,the 
petty jealousies, 
the re­ 
ligious bickerings, and the growing 
formation of close corporations and 
social cliques. 
He sees in this tow’n 
the good that comes to our communi­ 
ty accomplished by the efforts of a 
few’, w’orking regardless of factional 
differences, w’hile the many are com­ 
placent, or indifferent, or willing to 
have others do the w’ork for them. 
He sees, also, a community that 
should be well up tow*ard the head of 
its class, yet in reality one that is 
just drifting along—good, but not as 
good as it should be; not bad but de­ 
cidedly worse than it should be. And 
why are conditions as they are? He 
summarizes thusly: 
There are not enough “Georges” in 
our midst—not enough people who 
are willing to forget self for a mo­ 
ment and do something for others. 
The towrn, he says, is full of brains, 
but those brains are devoted almost 
exclusively to the advancement of 
personal interests and pleasures. 
He concedes the right of any per­ 
son to achieve the distinction of be­ 
coming a “prominent citizen,” but 
that prominence, he thinks, carries 
its penalty in the way of proportion­ 
ate community obligations. 
He hopes to see our reactionary 
prominent citizens emerge from their 
comfortable retirement and put their 
shoulders 
again to the 
community 
wrheel. 
It needs the weight of their 
influence to whirl it at a healthy 
successful speed. 
Too many of the 
little fellow’s are working, he thinks, 
while too many of the big fellow’s are 
merely looking on. 
And lastly, he 
thinks, the 
community 
needs 
the 
united efforts of big, little, old and 
young. 
He is too modest to publish 
his views, so w’e are briefly airing 
them for him.

Vrchaeologists To 
Delve 
Deeper Into The Tomb 
of King Tut. 


Along about this time of the year with the thermometer slipping down­ 
ward day by day and the frost days just in the offing, motorwise opera­ 
tors begin to inaugurate those precautions necessary to ensure perfect per­ 
formance under most trying conditions. 
Thoughts of frost ravages tall most naturally—most easily—on the 
radiator. 
And rightfully so, for it does not take much of a temperature 
drop to freeze a radiator up tight. 
Nor should it be otherwise, when you come to figure it out. 
For the 
radiator is a “heat extractor”—that is what we use It for—to extract heat 
from the water quickly. 
So an efficient radiator such as is used on most 
automobiles, quite naturally will cool the water to the freezing point much 
quicker than the same air will freeze water standing in a bucket alongside 
the car. 
And then, too, there is this about it that many folks overlook:—any 
plumber will tell you that when water pipes freeze, the hot water pipe is ; tions for lifting the 
the first one affected. Water which has not been heated contains a certain 
amount of air dissolved or otherwise held, in it. 
Upon heating this air la 
driven off—that is the reason why water that has been boiled is so “flat” 
to the taste. 
Air dissolved in water, like salt dissolved In water, lowers its freezing 
temperature; hence, water which has been heated to a point where the air 
is driven off will freeze somewhat more readily 
than 
aerated 
w’ater. 
Obviously, precautions are essential lest some unexpected cold snap catch 
us unawares and unprepared. 


ANTI FREEZE SOLUTIONS. 
We hear much of the relative advantages of denatured alcohol, calcium 
chloride and glycerine, as well as several patent antl-freeze combinations 
which the market affords, as a means of keeping tho radiator from freez­ 
ing.

combinations you use; each one has its good points and its detrimental 
features and when everything is said and done the balance between good 
and bad points leaves little to choose from. 
Close adherence in this matter to the instructions issued by the manu­ 
facturer is advisable—if he says, “ Use alcohol”—use alcohol in the exact 
manner he prescribes. Only make certain that the proportion of anti-freeze 
to water is always ample to effect the desired result—to forestall any 
possibility of radiator ruination through freezing. 
As a matter of precaution it is advisable to replace the hose connec­ 
tions from the engine to the radiator in the spring when changing back to 
plain water. 
This advice is not predicted on the thought that the anti­ 
freeze solution recommended is necessarily harmful to the fabric of the 
hose, but is based on our experience that even water alone, and especially 
heated water, will promote rotting and swelling which in time causes a 
partial stoppage and interferes with cooling. 
The time of the year to change hose connections therefore is logically 
when we clean out the anti-freeze solution after a hard winter. 


ELEVATING THE WINTER TEMPERATURES 
Some drivers feel that the simple act of providing an antl-freeze mix­ 
ture for the radiator obviates the necessity for covering the lower half of 
the radiator during the colder days of winter. 
Not so. 
The reason radi­ 
ator covers are used is not so much as a safeguard against freezing as it is 
to maintain higher engine operating 
temperatures, 
thereby 
promoting 
smoother operation and complete combustion of the fuel. 
For this same 
reason, it is essential that the carburetor be so regulated as to provide the 
maximum amount of heat available for the incoming air. 
Unless both these precautions are observed—and sometimes, on ve­ 
hicles used on intermittent work during the winter, it pays also to slip 
the fan belt—the excess of raw fuel entering the combustion chambers 
will find its way gradually past the piston rings down into the crankcase 
chamber where it will dilute the lubricating oil and impair its lubricating 
qualities. 
So during cold weather cover the radiator—supply heated air to the 
carburetor—slip the faut belt if necessary—and use the carburetor choke 
sparingly in starting so as to avoid, insofar as is practicable, the dangers 
and the troubles which arise from rapid and extreme dilution of the lubri­ 
cant. 
You will receive all kinds of advice on proper winter lubrication. Such 
advice will include changing to a light bodied oil on all engines during 
cold weather—some mechanics of the old school will even tell you that 
the lubricating oil should be thinned out with 
kerosene 
when winter 
weather sets In. It pays handsome dividends to disregard such advice and 
be guided solely by the findings and recommendations of people who have 
studied the problem of engine lubrication intensively. 


ENGINES THAT WILL— OTHERS THAT WILL NOT 
There are some engines, for instance, wrhich will handle the same grade 
of oil during summer and winter without the slightest chance for trouble. 
When wre find such engines it would be foolhardy indeed to use a lighter 
bodied lubricant during winter—in fact in some cases it may prove dis­ 
tinctly detrimental to do so because winter operation always entails the 
possibility of crankcase dilution and it is true that the heavier bodied oils 
resist dilution and retain their lumbricating qualities better than light 
bodied oils. 
There are, on the other hand, certain t 3*pes of engines which abso­ 
lutely demand the use of special oil during winter to facilitate starting 
and to ensure thorough and immediate circulation of the chilled lubricant. 
Such engines usually employ splash systems of lubrication, elevated oil 
circulating pumps or verj^ fine oil screens—features of design which de­ 
mand extreme fluidity on the part of any oil to function properly under 
extreme conditions. 
The whole question is one involving engine operating temperatures, 
features of construction affecting circulation of the oil and features of 
construction involving the rapidity of dilution of the oil under winter tem­ 
peratures. 
It isn’t something that you can reason out for yourself and be 
safe in doing so because should your lack of experience lead you to the 
selection of an oil too heavy in body for winter use there is danger through 
lack of circulation—hence lack of lubrication—of ruining your engine. 
Should your judgment dictate the use of a light bodied oil for winter 
when the engine requirements are really for something heavier, you are 
likewise likely to damage the engine beyond repair; for the lighter bodied 
oil is certain to dilute excessively, lose its lubricating properties and per­ 
mit metal to metal contact. 
And that spells ruination. 
“How are you to know' what to do?” 
That’s a fair question fairly put. 
Many manufacturers attach a meta! plate to the engine itself or the 
inside of the dash telling you exactly the grade of Mobiloil to use during 
all seasons and exactly how to use it. 
It is a most commendable practice 
—more and more manufacturers are coming to it. 
Our company, as an authority on lubrication matters issues a Chart of 
Recommendation prepared by a Board of Engineers competent to do this 
work and distributes it widely for the help and protection of motorists 
who care. 
It is best in every case to carry out these recommendations which 
have been made for you by engineers who have studied the problem from 
every angle and whose experience with engines oi various makes and with 
oils of various characters enables them to say with precision which oil is 
the best for use during different seasons. 


SOME TIMELY ADVICE 
It is d esirable under all conditions to use the best oil obtainable; but 
it is particularly important that none but the highest «, ality oils be used 
during winter operation. 
Tile reason is plain. 
Despite your best precau­ 
tions against it there is bound to be considerable ciankcase dilution during 
winter operation and to resist the cutting action of the fuel which works 
into the oil supply it is essential that the original oil possess lubricating 
properties of a high order—the stamina to resist impairment. 
By all means be certain in the operation or your car during the win­ 
ter months to drain the crankcase frequently and refill with fresh oil. 
Such draining is essential during summer operation at periods of from 750 
to 1,000 miles; during winter operation due to the tendency of the oil 
to become diluted, draining should be accomplished twice as often. 
It is false econom y not to do it. 
You may save a bit on your oil bill 
hut what you lose on your repair bill and the service of the ear while 
new pistons and rings are being fitted and the cylinders are being re- 
l round, oftVots by a large margin the cost of draining ana refilling at the 
proper periods. 
Urn further word of caution. 
It is a good plan to drain off a tea cup 
full oi oil every couple of nights during winter operation while the engine 
is warm. 
In many instances it will be found that this oil contains water 
—water which results from “sweating” of the crankcase due to rapid 
changes of temperature. 
By draining it off you eliminate the possibility for it to emulsify with 
dirty oil forming a sludge which clogs the oil screen and oil passages and 
stops the oil flow. A high grade oil will not sludge or emulsify with water 
when it is clean; but in service all oils acquire dirt and sediment which 
form an effective binder between the oil and the water under the beating 
action of the connecting rods. It is oil, plus dirt, plus water, plus agitation 
which causes sludge; and sludge causes all kinds of motor ills during the 
wanter. 
In aggravated cases of w'ater accumulation, the water may freeze in 
the oil pump causing breakage of the pump shaft when starting—or ice 
may clog the screen or oil ducts, so that the friction surfaces are de­ 
prived of oil at a time when they most need it—that is after a period of 
rest when the oil has drained from them and they are practically dry. 
Play safe! 
Drain off half a tea-cup full of oil every second night and 
the water w ill come out with it.
